Half way up the tower of the Willis

Until Merch 2 last Sparzallo Jouateoh 
many. letters demanding $2,000 on pain of 
having his store blown. up, He paid no 
attention to them. On the night of March 
2 the threat was. fulfilled. Then the let- 
ters began again. 

This time the grocer went to Lieut. 
Vachris, head of the Italian Bureau at 
Headquarters. By his advice Sparzalio 
made an appointment for 11 o'clock last 
night on the Wilts Avenue Bridge. Be- 
fore he arrived detectives had taken po- 
sitiong in. hiding there. 

Preséntly they saw a man accost Spar- 
zallo and then leave the bridge. It was 
|not until 2 o'clock this. morning, however, 
lthat two more men approached the grb- 
cer. The detectives saw Sparzallo pass 
one of the men a parcel, and then the 
| trie started .off the bridge toward the 
| proms, 

Digilio sprang from the sentry, box, and, 
followed by Michelli and Cavane, climbed 
down from the tower.and joined the pur- 
suit,

DE LA BARRA WIDELY KNOWN. 


Has Served His Country fm: Many 
Important Diplomatic Posts. 


The rise of Francisco Leon de la Barra, 
provisional President of Mexico, has filled 
many diplomatic posts, but there is prob- 
ably no man in Mexico to-day with a 
more thorough knowledge of its internal 
afairs. As Ambassador. to Washington 
he made many friends-in this country. 

~Sefior de la Barra was born June 1 
1863, He received his academic and spe- 
cial education ‘at the College of the City 
of Mexico. Upon the completion of his 
studies he took up law and was admitted 
to the bar. He made a specialty of inter- 
national law, and entered the Foreign 
Affairs Office. His first important? work 
came -when he was appointed to negotiate 
various treaties. with foreign powers. 
Among those arranged’ by him was one of 
commerce and navigation with Holland 
and extradition with’ Italy. 

He gained a seat-in: the Federal Con- 
gress .in 1591, and remained there until 
$896. He was. sent by-his Goyernment as 
delegate. of the Academy of Legislation 
and Jurisprudencé to the: Ibero-American 
Congress in Madrid in 1892. As President 
of: the: Intertiational Law Committee’ of 
the. Pan-American Congress; which met 
in Mexico City in 1901, he took. a promi- 
nent.part in its”’doings and was leading 
advocate “of the theasure for the com- 
pulsory adjustment of pecuniary claims.

Mrs. Dix accompanied the Governor to 
Poughkeepsie and was entertained by 
Mrs. James W. Hinckley at her home, 
Eden Hill. 

This af Mayor Charles Duryee 
of Schenec presided at the convention, 
Edwin A. Fisher, City Engineer of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., ‘nm en address on “ Pavitig 
and the Care of the Streets,” urged the 
Mayors, as the responsible actual mana- 
gers of their municipalities, to emulate 
the example of successful public service 
corporation Managers and not only per- 
mit, but insist, that heads of departments 
become active: members of societies deal- 
ing with matters pertaining to their sev- 
eral departments and bureaus. 

Mr, Fisher advocated a model ordinance 
calling for a twenty-six-foot roadway in 
streets without car tracks; in residence 
streets where there are double tracks the 
minimum width should be fifty feet. 
Guarantees for standard pavements he 
thought should be limited to material and 
workmanship for a pertod of five years; 
for resurfaced streets and sidewalks three 
years are sufficient. 5 

In @ paper read by John Kingsbury, 
General Agent of the New York Associa- 
tion for Improving Conditions of the 
Poor, attention was given to the numer- 
ous ways the police force can be made so- 
clally useful. He suggested that if a po- 
liceman must carry a club in his hand he 
would have him wear a red cross on_his 
arm and be thoroughly skilled in the 
principles of fifst aid to the injured. 
More service such as that of the Traffic 
Squad would cause the uniform he wears 
to become as welcome and as highly re- 
spected as the white cap and gown of 
the nurse with the red cross on her sleeve. 
The social usefulness of the police simply 
means taking him out of politics and put- 
ting him into social work.

Knockout Brown Drops Flatbush | Inte 
Boy Twice in Bout at 
Madison A. C.

fommy Murphy, former king of New 
York lightweights, lasted only forty seoc- 
onds against the terrific . punches o 
Knockout Brown in their bout scheduled 
to g> ten rounds at the Madison Athletic 
Club last night. : 

Thirty seconds after the gate shook 
hands Brown, who had not received one 
hard hlow from Murphy up to that time, 
landed the~third of a series of terrific j 
left-haad uppercuts on’ Murphy's jaw, 
and the Flatbush boy took his second trip 
to the canvas, this time to stay. Ten sec- 
onds later Referee Dan Tone waved the 
eastsider to his corner and assisted Mur- 

phy’s seconds to carry the helpless victim 
to his corner, It was fully a minute later 
before Murphy recovered sufficiently to | 
be helped from the ring. / 

It was a repetition of Murphy's famous 
encounter with Terry McGovern at Phila- 
delphia several years ago, only Brown did 
the trick about one ‘minute faster than 
Terrible Terry. Up to last night McGov- 
ern ‘was|the only boxer who ever put 
Murphy down for the count of ten. 

Murphy. appeared nervous from the 
start, and Brown’s bull-like rushes gave 
him no chance to get started. For twen- 
ty seconds he backed or clinched, missing 
miserably on the only swings he attempt- 
ed. The first left uppercut, about ten 
seconds before the final blow arrived, was 
the beginning of the end, and he was 
practically helpless even while on his 
feet. The match disposes of Murphy, 
who = aapive tions ft hoe Wolgast, 
as a. champions contender 

As s800n ae the boys had shaken hands 
Brown made a rush for Murphy, 
Tommy backed to a neutral corner, where ; 
he took a left on the head and then they | 
clinched. Referee Dan “cone broke them 
and they sparred lightly near the ropes. 
Brown was evidently out to force mat- 
ters and Barve appeared nervous. Rush- 
ing the Flatbush boy to his corner, Brown 
landed two swings, right and left, which 
were partly blocked, and then he tore in 
with a terrific left uppercut to the jaw 
which made Murphy stagger. He could 
not. protect himself, and a second blow of 
the same kind put him to the canvas. He 
rolled over and got to his feet at the count 
of three; but was still STOSEY and totally 
unable to protect himself rown had no 
trouble getting over another terrific left 
and Tommy went down and out. 

He made an effort to rise, and raised 
himself on his knees at the count of sev- 
en, then sank back to the floor. Forty 
seconds elapsed from the time the boys 
shook hands until Referee Tone toiled ott 
the final count of ten. Murphy had failed 
to land a sin ngle blow on Brown during the 
short time of the bout. 

The sale of reservations proved a big 
disappointment to the club managers and 
boxers alike. When Murphy learned the 
conditions yesterday afternoon he was 
disposed to call off the bout, and in-order 
to make sure that everything would go 
through as arranged Danny Morgan, 
Brown's manager, offered to make ur- 
py a present of a certified check of $3,000 
f he would get into the ring. Murph z 
accepted the -proposition, 

Was accordingly drawn. The attendance 
was not much above the 2,000 mark and 
the reservations amounted to only $4,000. 

As the club had guaranteed 90 per cent. 
of the reservations to the boxers, Brown 
received very little for his efforts, and 
the club codld hardly pay expenses with 
its meagre share of the receipts. It had 
been confidently expected that the reser- 
vations would amount to $8.000 or more. 
But for Morgan's offer to Murphy it is 
likely that the bout would have fallen 
through. Morgan was so confident that 
Brown would win that he took the long 
chance in order to forestall any possible 
postponement of the fight. He reco 
nized. it as Brown's one chance to regain 
his lost. prestige. 

The weight stipulation was not met by 
Murphy, but Morgan refused to let it. in- 
terfere with the bout. Murphy was over- 
weight by two or three rounds and -re- 
fused to weigh in. Brown tipped the 
scales at 182 pounds. The original agree- 
ment called for 133 pounds at 6 o'clock.

THE SCANT WATER SUPPLY. 
Water Commissioner THOMPSON now 
declares that Manhattan and the Bronx 
will have enough water for this Sum- 
mer if all the residents use the water 
economically, and asserts that all plans 
for an emergency supply this year are 
worthless. He takes credit for saving 
21,000,000 gallons a day, but insists 
that a possible extra supply of 25,000,- 
000 gallons daily, piped from Brooklyn, 
‘would be “a mere drop in the bucket.” 
Obviously, 25,000,000 gallons would be 
a larger drop in the bucket than 21,- 
000,000 gallons. 

The Commissioner {ts anxious to allay 
public fear of a water famine. But we 
hope the plan to pipe water from Ten 
Mile River in Connecticut will be 
pushed vigorously, and that no pains 
or reasonable expense will be spared to 
Secure an emergency supply to meet 
the requirements of the two boroughs. 
We can urge the people not to waste 
the water, but we cannot be sure they 
will hged the warning. This big city 
should have all the water it needs. We 
fo not understand that Commissioner 
THOMPSON opposes the Ten Mile River 
scheme or any other projected plan to 
relieve the city. He has concentrated 
his mind on his excellent provisions 
to savé and to teach the people not to 
waste.

KILL THE GITTINS RACING BILLS, 

‘We have heard and considered the 
arguments and palliations for the in- 
troduction of Senator Grrrins’s bills 
drawn expressly to make it easier for 
Directors of race tracks and establiash- 
ments at which bets are made on 
horse racing—to exempt them, in fact, 
from the penalties of the law. Does 
the public want horse racing again— 
with the betting?

A GOOD SULLIVAN BILL. 

‘We have on several occasions praised 
“ Big Tim" Suuurvan, the statesman of 
the Bowery, by\whose able efforts the 
Dangerous Weapons bill was intro- 
duced and passed. Another bill, fa- 
thered by Senator Suiiivan, which is

j aimed at the abuses of private banks 


for immigrants, is, in its intent and 
its probable effects, worthy of un- 
stinted commendation. This bill, we 
understand, was drafted by Mr. Louis 
MARSHALL, who, as Chairman of the 
committees appointed by Gov. Hucues 
to consider the condition, welfare, and 
industrial opportunities of aliens in the 
State of New York, framed Chapter 
848 of the Laws of 1910 regulating pri- 
vate banks. The constitutionality of 
this law was immediately attacked by 
the private bankers, but within four 
months Mr. MARSHALL secured a de- 
cision from the Federal Supreme Court, 
in the case of Encrr vs. O'MALLEy, 
vindicating it in all its terms. 
Thereupon the immigrant . bankers 


proceeded to take advantage of Section’ 


22 of the business ration law to 
evade the chapter regulating their busi- 
nesses, by incorporating them as express 
companies. The “‘expressmén’’ then 
began to discount bills, notes, and other 
evidences of debt, to réceive deposits, 


to buy and sell bills of exchange, and 


so On, as of yore; and they cheated 
their ignorant customers, accumulated 
funds, and absconded, uncontrolled and 
unpunished. Therefore, Mr. MARSHALL 
has drafted an amendment to Section 
22, Chapter 28 of the Laws of 1900, in 
a way to prohibit corporations, except- 
ing those formed or: privileged under 
the Federal and State banking laws, 
whether domestic or foreign, from en- 
gaging in any form of banking. Rep- 
resentatives of resppnsible Canadian 
banks had feared that this bill, if en- 
acted, might..work injustice to their 
business. But the business of all-for- 
eign banking corporations, privileged,

THE DUVEEN CASE. 

Perhaps the general disposition of 
the community will be to commend the 
outcome of the Duveen case, but the 
indifference of the public to the pun- 
ishment of smugglers by imprisonment 
is not wholesome. The crime is pun- 
ishable with imprisonment, and many 
small smugglers have been sent to jail 
District Attorney Wisp made a strong 
appeal for a prison sentence for HmNRY 
J. Duvepw.. In his statement in open 
court, and to the whole community, as 
well as to the members of the. bar and 
the interested spectators in the court- 
room, Justice MARTIN, before imposing 
a fine of $15,000, dwelt on the facts 
that the Duveen firm had paid $1,000,- 
000 in settlement of the claims of the 
Government, that the convicted man 
was 60 years old, and in bad health, 
and that the evidence indicated that 
customs officers were greatly to blame 
for the commission of offenses of this 
sort. 

In view of the fact that all the Unit- 
ed States Judges of this district obvi- 
ously concurred in Justice MARTIN’s de- 
cision to release the prisoner with a 
fine, we must accept the action of the 
court as justifiable. But it is puzzling, 
and inevitably suggests that the pay- 
ment of a large sum of money to settle 
the claims was madé with an under- 
standing that the offenders should es- 
cape the full penalty of the law. The 
United States District Attorney cer- 
tainly did his best to send DvuveEN to 
prison, and it is inconceivable that 
there was any distinct promise made 
by any Federal officer that the penalty 
should be made lighter because of the 
payment. Justice Martin, however, 
mentioned the payment, and it is cer- 
tainly true that the condition of a pris- 
oner’s health and the fact that™ his 
crime was made easy by the ineffi- 
ciency of officers employed to prevent 
such crimes, do not generally serve to 
save him from prison. The fact that 
the court felt constrained to explain 
its action indicates that it was out of 
the common, and it is regrettable that 
the explanation was necessary. 

‘While, as we have sald, the public 
generally still views the crime of de- 
frauding the customs leniently, yet the 
partial miscarriage of justice in the 
Duveen case will be noted by all per- 
sons who have strong respect for the 
authority of the law. 


DR. BUTLER AT MOHONK. 

‘The Lake Mohonk Peace Conference 
is fortunate in having for its President 
Dr. Burien of Columbla. He unites, 
in @ rare degree, the qualities of the 
student, the educator, and the states- 
man. Cautious and thorough in deal- 
ing with facts, acute and candid in 
judgment, deeply interested in the af- 
fairs of his country and of the world, 
he has a faculty for organizing opinion 
and action which counts for much in 
educational leadership, in the univer- 
sity field, and far beyond it. His open- 
ing address this week was a lucid and 
intensely interesting survey of the pres- 
ent situation of the movement for gen- 
eral arbitration, “the problem of sub- 
stituting law for war.” 

A conspicuous element in that situa- 
tion is the organization of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace. 
This has been well thought out and 
Placed, so far as choice has been made, 
{in excellent hands. Its work is dis- 
tributed in three divisions, “ Interna- 
tional Law,” “ Economics and History,” 
and “Intercourse and Hducation.” At 
the head of the first will be Dr. Jamzs 
Brown S6cort, with a «consultation 
board selected from the most distin- 
guished international lawyers of the 
world. The work of the division will 
be to expound existing principles and 
to advance modifications or develop- 
ments of them in such manner as to 
promote a common system of interna- 
tional law capable of practical appli- 
eation by an, international tribunal. 
The obvious aim will be to provide for 
the enforcement of rights and the re- 
dress of wrongs, first, through. legal 
remedies, and only in the last-resort 
by the employment: of . force, - and, 80 
far 4s possible, by force under the 
Airection of the tribunal. “The whole 
process,” declares President Burier, 
“is one of legal evolution,” in which 
the endowment will seek to aid. 

The division of “ Economics and His- 
tory” is to'be under the guidance of 
Prof. Jounw ‘Batms CuarK of Columbia, 
“whose foremost place among English- 
speaking economists is gladly recog- 
nized everywhere.” The task of this 
division will be to study and explain 
the manifold, various, and important 
effects of war upon men in their dally 
occupation of gaining their livelihood.

It seems to have 
grieved the Secretary 
of the organization 
which calis itself the 
National .-League for 
Medical Freedom that we should have in. 
timated—rather clearly—our doubts aa to 
the existence of much intelligence or h 
esty in its antagonism to the establish- 
ment of a Federal Department of Healtn. 
Can it be, he asks in effect, that our 200,- 
000 members are all unintelligent and dis- 
honest? 

This question might have troubled us 
rather seriously had the Secretary not 
inclosed with his letter a specimen of the 
league's “ literature,” revealing anew the 
sort cf statements and arguments by 
which its membership has been created. 
A document containing a greater number 
of—well, call them misrepresentations, 
has rarely come to our attention. Run- 
ning all through it was~ the perfectly 
sSToundless assumption that the “ regu- 
lar” doctors—by which we understand 
real dcctors to be meant—are seeking to 
get for themselves the power to dictate 
to everybody the kind of treatment he 
shall have and by whom it shall be giveu. 
Of course nothing of the kind is proposed 
or purposed, and there is no more chance 
cf setting up a medical tyranny if the 
Owen bill passes than there is that the 
various State; County, and Municipal 
Health Boards will do the same thing. 

As a matter of fact, each of these 
smalier bodies, including the smallest, has 
vastly more authority to-day than the 
new department would have, and their 
activities, so far as we know, are regaftd- 
ed as both beneficial and necessary by all 
of the public except a negligible fraction 
of cranks anJ quacks. As for the multi- 
tude of leaguers, that apparently has 
been secured—if it exists—by the simple 
process of asking people if they believe 
in medical freedom. Naturally, everybody 
does, and a good many careless persons 
may have let themselves be put down as 
opposed to medical slavery without wait- 
ing to ask whether medical freedom is 
in any danger. As naturally, every anti- 
vaccinationist, every anti-vivisectionist, 
every would-be practitioner of medicine 
who wants to collect fees from the sick 
without qualifying himself to pass an 
examination in the rudiments of the heal- 
ing art~all these are in the league, and 
their names’ are thickly peppered over the 
lo.g list of the league's “ advisory 
board.”’

Paying For. tion by classes in the 
high schools of this city have congratu- 
lated themselves that the physical train- 
ing of their children has been placed un- 
der painstaking and intelligent care. The 
defeat of the proposition to cut down, be- 
low the salaries of teachers in academic 
subjects, the saJaries of the teachers who 
exercise this care of the physical health 
of the pupils is therefore to be com- 
mended. 

These teachers are well qualified—they 
have to be. Half of the men are. physi- 
clans and college graduates; the other 
half are graduates of normal schools,. as 
are nearly half of the women teachers in 
the high schools, while one-fourth ot 
them are college women, besides being 
graduates of physical training schools. 
Most of the teachers have qualified by 
conforming to the highest requirement, 
six years of special preparation in phys- 
ical training. All of them conform to 
the minimum requirements of time spent 
in special study and of distinction re- 
quired of the academic teachers. 

Their work demands the disciplinary 
control of classes numbering 60. to 3sv0 
pupils, They must teach physiology anu 
hygiene with skill, as well as conduct 
clarees in the exercises; that conform to 
the laws of these studies. They must. use | 
tact and delicacy In their treatment ot 
defective pupils, firmness in the control 
of games and sports, entering thoroughly 
into their spirit and management, and in- 
sisting upon their pursuit according to 
the highest ideals of training. 

Physical training should be neither 
overdone nor underdone. In either dirce- 
tion there iy dangér..
